Cash  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  during  the  past  10  months  moved  on 
about  the  same  level  as  in  191+5,  except  in  June  when  marketings  of  meat  animals  dropped 
sharply,  and  in  July  and  August  when  prices  and  marketings  of  nearly  all  livestock  and 
commodities  were  relatively  high. 

Cash  receipts  from  crops  remained  close  to  1945  for  the  first  4  months,  but 
higher  receipts  have  been  maintained  since  then  because  of  higher  prices,  slightly 
larger  1946  crops,  and  bonus  payments  on  wheat  and  corn  in  May  and  June.

Farmers"  total  cash  receipt  s  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first 
10  months  of  19^  amounted  to  around  17 oS  "billion  dollars p  7  percent 
greater  than  for  the  same  period  last  yeaTo    Receipts  from  livestock 
and  jroducts  were  about  3  percent  above  19^5  o  and  represented  55  P«r- 
cent  of  total  receipts  compared  with  53  percent  last  yearo    This  de- 
cline in  the  share  of  total  receipts  contributed  by  livestock  and 
products  resulted  largely  from  the  sharp  drop  in  receipts  from  meat 
ajaimals  in  September  and  the  first  part  of  October o    Receipts  from 
crops  during  the  10  month  period  were  about  13  percent  above  19^5 o 
this  increase  reflecting  higher  prices  for  most  crops  and  larger 
marketings  of  some. 

Farmers"  cash  receipts  from  marketingB  in  October  were  probably 
about  2o6  billion  dollarst,  with  livestock  and  crops  both  30  percent 
above  September o    Compared  with  October  19^5 o  receipts  from  livestock 
and  products  gained  5  percent;,  crops  13  percent ^  and  all  commodltiee 
combined  10  percent o    Receipts  from  meat  animals  were  substantially 
higher  than  the  low  September  level  and  about  the  same  as  in  October 
of  last  yearo    Receipts  from  dairy  products  continued  to  run  substan^- 
tially  higher  than  in  19^^50    Seasonal  increases  occurred  in  cash  re» 
ceived  from  sale  of  cotton^  oil-bearing  crops^  and  tobacco ^    The  gain 
in  receipts  from  fruits  the  greater  than  usual    mostly    because  of 
large  crops  of  apples^  citrus  fruits^  grapeso  and  cranberries^  which

Present  estimates  indicate  that  total  cash  receipts  in  Sept« 
ember  were  2oOlU  million  dollars^  S  percent  less  than  in  Augusts

State  and  Re.-rional  Sstimater. 

In  all  regions,  farmers'  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketin-^:s  in 
August  were  larger  than  in  the  same  month  of  19^5»    Increases  ranged  from  5 
percent  in  the  North.  Atlantic  Rer:ion  to  UO  percent  in  the  South  Central  Region, 
v;ith  an  average  of  2^  percent  for  the  country  as  a  whole.    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  products  al?,o  v/ere  substantially  alDove  'last  year  in  all.  regions.  In 
the  United  States  as  a  v/hole,  farmers '  . i*eceipts  from  livestock  in  August  made  a 
little  larger  percentage  gain  than  did  receipts  from  crops.    Although  marketings 
of  meat  ammal's  in  August  fell  off  somevAat  from  July,  cash  receipts  from  me.v.t 
animals  v/ere  still  relatively  high,  with  receipts  from  cattle  and  hogs  well  ahove 
August  19'+5        each  of  the  central  regions.     Cash  receipts  from  daily  I'-roducts 
made  suDstantial  gains  over  last  year  in  all  dairy  sections,  reflecting  generally 
higher  prices,  particularly  in  the  iTorth  Atlantic,  East  North  Central,  and  lifest 
North  Central  Regions,'    Cash  receipts  from  crops  in- August  v;ere-  ahove  those  of  a 
year  earlier  in  all  regions  a':ceijt  the  North  Atlantic.     Greater  receipts  from 
wheat  in  the  West  North  Central  and  ^''estern  Regions, •  frou  tohacco  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region,  and  from  corn  in  the  Sact  North  Central  Region  were  the  result 
of  hoth  larger  crO;.s  and  higher  prices.    Increased  receipts  from  cotton  in  the 
South  Central  Re--ion  v/ere  a  result  not  only  of  higher  prices  hut  also  of  the 
slightly  earlier  maturing  of  the  crop  v/hich  permitted  larger  marketings.    In  the 
North  Atlantic  Region,  truck  crop  prices  v;ere  dov;n  and  receipts  from  truck  crops 
declined  ra.ther  sharplj'-. 

During  the  first  8  months  of  19^6,  total  cash  receipts  of  farmers  v/ere 
greater  than  in  the  correspondin,":  period  last  yea.r  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  and  South  Atlantic,  \;here  there  v/ere  no  significant  changes.    Receipts  from 
livestock  and^products  were  Mgher  than  a,  year  earlier  in  the  Ea-t  and  V/e-t  North 
Central  and  V/estern  Regions,  hut  lower  in  other  regions.    Tor  all  regions  com- 
"bined,  receipts  showed  an  increase  of  3  percent.    Receipts  from  m.eat  animals  rose 
in  most  regions,  hut  v/ere  dov/n  in  the  North  and  South  Atlantic  States.    In  the 
^'est  North  Central  Region,  receipts  from  hogs  increased  30  percent.    Cash  re- 
ceipts from  dairy  products  showed  gains  in  all  re;~ions  e^.cei-'  t  the  South  Central. 
Income  from  milk  was  up  in  all  regions,"  hut  receipts  from  hutter  and  cream  de- 
clined, reflecting  the  larger  proportion  of  milk  heing  sold  as  whole  milk,  Re-» 
ceipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  especially  low  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region  in  comparison  with  last  year,  largel;-  oecause  of  decided  declines  in 
receipts  from  hroilers  and  hogs.    Greater  receipts  from  '-/heat ,  oats,  and  soybeans 
contrihuted  materially  as  to  the  relatively  large  increases  in  receipts  from 
crops  in  the  East  and  V/est  North    Central  Regions,    Receipts  from  crops  in  all  . 
other  regions  except  the  North  Atlantic  shov/ed  moderate  gains,  and  for  the  coiontry 
as  a  whole  incre.ased  12  percent.

Gross  income  dropped  11  percent  from  19^U  due  largely  to  smaller  marketings  of 
wheat,  "barley,  and  hogs  in  the  Prairie  Provinces,  "but  expenses  were  maintained 
at  close  to  the  ISkk  level.    Outlays  for  wages,  purchased  feed,  fertilizer,  re- 
pairs to  "buildings,  and  operating  and  repairs  and  depreciation  of  machinery 
v;ere  up,  while  net  farm  rent,  interest  charges,  and  cost  of  "binder  twine  de- 
clined. 

In  arriving  at  gross  income,  the  sum  of  cash  receipts  from  farm  market- 
ings and  income  in  kind(value  of  home  consumption  and  rental  value  of  farm 
dwellings)  was  adjusted  for  value  of  changes  in  inventory.     Inventories  dropped 
in  19^5»  and  the  value  of  the  change  amounted  to  25+  million  dollars.  Cash 
receipts  from  farm  marketings  declined  2  percent,  "but  as  there  was  a  greater 
do\-m\'^rd  change  in  value  of  inventories  in  19^4-5  than  in  19'+'+i  gross  income 
dropped  11  percent.    With  operating  expenses  in  19^5  nearly  as  high  as  in  19^, 
almost  all  the  difference  in  gross  income  "between  19^5  and  I9UU  was  reflected 
in  net  income. 

In  19^3,  cash  receipts  from  farm  products  rose  2S  percent,  "but  gross  in- 
come declined  k  percent,    Farm  inventories  increased  in  19U2  hy  more  than  36S 
million  dollars,  while  in  19^3  they  declined  "by  62  million  dollars*    This  down- 
ward difference  "between  19'4-2  and  19^3  in  inventories  v;as  greater  than  the 
increase  in  cash  receipts.    Consequently,  v/hen  gross  income  vms  adjusted  for 
inventory  changes,  it  resulted  in  a  lower  estimate  of  gross  income  in  19^3  than 
in  19^2.    This  difference  v;as  even  more  pronounced  in  net  income  "because  of  the 
6  percent  increase  in  operating  expenses  in  19^3»
